Minorities 
T BOTTOM the question 
threatening the peace of 
Europe is not, as Mr. Garvin 
suggested in the London “Ob- 
server” this Sunday, the prob- 
lem of Italy’s claims on France. 
It is a question of hegemony. 
A single minority has become 
the issue of the day—a_ super- 
ficial issue. Loud as are the 
demands from Rome on behalf 
of its minority in Tunisia and 
Corsica, they do not drown out 
the cries and echoes which the 
existence of minorities in nearly 
every State in Europe produces. 
A truly totalitarian approach 


-to -Europe’s minority grievances 


would. recognise that Europe it- 
self is one big minority problem. 
A readjustment of national bor- 
ders to bring the greatest num- 
ber of minority members back 
into the folds: of their own 
national states would involve 
cessions of territory by Italy, 
France, Russia, Germany, Aus- 
tria, Poland, Rumania, and by 
other states. 

Such a solution naturally is 
not proposed, because only those 
adjustments of minority ‘ques- 
tions which will result in the 
greatest embarrassment to de- 
mocracies are-at this moment 
useful in Rome-Berlin diplomacy. 

Broadly, religion, race, lan- 
guage, base all minority 
problems—the problem being 
grievous usually in -proportion 
to the restrictions placed by 
governmenty on the exercise of 
minority rights and privileges 
in these three fields. : 

‘Incidentally, it is difficult to 
find a section of Europe, in 
which minorities have been 
more. severely treated than in 
the south Tyrol, which “was 
ceeded to Italy after the Great 
War and where the minority— 
in which Berlin appears to take 
no interest—is Germanic. 

Poland, which has joined the. 
clamour for the return of its 
yolnorities, is itsclf ruler over 
minorities which ~ constitute 
about thirty por cent. of its

London, Feb. 6, . 

The followers of Patrick Maxwell, 
lender of the North’ Ireland Na- 
thonalist Party which is domanding 
the incorporation of six Irlsh countics 
into Eire, collected in the streets of 
Londonderry Inst night and publicly 
burned thousands of Ienficts calling 
upon the inhabitants of Northern 
freland to enrol for natfonal service. 

In the meantime the London police 
who'are making feverish attempts fo 
track down the persons responsible 
for the bomb explosions in tho two 
London underground stations had 
discovered In a house in Nford, a 
suburb of London, a box containin 
15 dynamite charges, .The occupan 
of the house, beHeved to be one of 
the lenders of the Irish bomb can- 
splracy, had apparently received 
Umely warning ‘and 
making good his eseape. 

According to information in posses- 
sion of the Scotiand Yard authorities, 
the terrorist campaign conducted in 
England by the Iflsh — Republican 
Army !s the work of six men who 
were expelled rom Northern Ircland 
Inst year and since then have been 
Uving In‘one of the northern suburbs 
of London. Nothing, however, is 
isnown by the pollce about these men 
axcept for ‘imeapre particulars sup- 
piled by the Ulster pollce. ; 

The theory held by Scotland Yard 
is that in the ‘course of the Jast five 
yenrs the Irish Republican Army. has 
been busy amassing arms and ex- 
plosives in England. ] 

In reply to a request for co- 
»peration sent by. the London police 
authorities, the Government of Eire 
says that us far as it has been able 
‘o ascertain none of the prominent 
‘waders of the Megal Irish Republican 
Army has left Irish territory.

T BOTTOM the - question 
threatening the peace of 
Europe is not, .as Mr. Garvin 
suggosted in the London ‘“Qb- 
server” this Sunday, the prob- 
lem of Italy’s claims on France. 
It ig a question of hegemony. 
A single minority has become 
the issue of the day—a super- 
ficial issue. Loud as are the 
demands from Rome on ‘behalf 
of its minority in Tunisia and 


_Corsica, they do not drown out 


the cries and echoes which the 
existence of minorities in nearly 
every State in Europe produces, 

A truly totalitarian approach 
to Europe’s minority grievances 
would recognise that Europe it- 
self is one big minority problem. 
A readjustment of national bor- 
ders to bring the greatest num- 
ber of minority members bacic 
into the folds of thelr own 
national states would’ involve 
cessions of territory by ‘Italy, 
France, Russia, Germany, Aus- 
tria, Poland, Rumania, and by 
other states. 

Such a solution naturally is 
not proposed, because only those 
adjustments of minority ques- 
tions which will result in the 
greatest embarrassment to de- 
mocracies are at this moment 
useful in Rome-Berlin diplomacy. 

“Broadly, *religion, race, lan- 
guage, base all. minority 
probtems—the problem being 
grievous usually in proportion 
to the restrictions placed by 
governments on the exercise of 
minority rights and privileges 
in those three fields. . 

Incidentally, it is difficult to 
find a section of Europe in 
which minorities have been 
more severely treated than in 
the south Tyrol, which was 
ecded: to: Italy after the Great 
War and where the minority— 
in which Berlin appears to take 
no interest—is Germanic.

As a clear demonstration of thelr 
patriotism, generous donations, the 
letter says, have been remitted 
monthly to the National Government 
since the beginning of the Sino- 
Japanese hostilities. Even in. the 
Inst month alone as many as 120 re- 
mittances wera made, 

Denying the current “peace move- 
ment” in North China, the letter re- 
veals that it is entirely sponsored by 
the Japanese. Having been forced 
to engage in a war which threatens 
the very existence of the state, the 
Chinese have no alternative but fight 
to the bitter end, it states. 

The letter gocs on to say that after, 
19 months of the war, the Japanese 
fre occupying the communication 
lines and the principal towns while 
districts beyond the communication 
ines are sttll under Chinese control, 
Huge Chinese armed forces are still 
oetively harassing the Japanese jn 
North China. 

As o further indication of Japan's 
Inablilty to control the “occupicd"

The letter expresses the hope that

T BOTTOM the = question 
_ threatening the peace of 
Europe is not, as Mr. Garvin 
suggested in the London “Ob- 
| Rees this Sunday, tho prob- 
lem of Italy's claims on France. 

It iy a question of hegemony. 
A single minority has become 
the issue of the day—a_ super- 
ficial issue. Loud as are the 
demands from Rome on behalf 
of its minority in Tunisia and 
Corsicn, they do not drown out 


existence of minoritics in nearly 


A truly totalitarian approach 
to Europe’s minority grievances 
would recognise that’ Europe it- 
self ig one big minority. probtem, 
A readjustment of national bor- 
ders to bring the greatest num- 
ber of minority members back 
into the folds of their own 
national states would involve 
cessions of territory by. Italy, 
France, Russia, Germany, -Aus- 
tria, Poland, Rumania, and by 
other states. 

Such a solution naturally is 
not proposed, because ‘only those 
adjustments of minority qucs- 
tions which will result in the 
greatest embarrassment to de- 
mocracies are at this moment 
useful in Rome-Berlin diplomacy. 

Broadly, religion, race, lan- 
guage, base all minority 
problems—the problem being 
grievous usually in proportion 
to the restrictions placed by 
governments on the exercise of 
minority rights and privileges 
in these three fields, 

Incidentally, it is difficult to 
find a section of Europe in 
which minoritics have beeu 
more severely treated than in 
the south Tyrol, which was 
ceded to Italy after-the Great 
War and where the minority— 
in which Berlin appears ‘to take 
no interest—is Germanic.
